birth have not been realized; the government 
retrogrades to the old regime. 
The first sur- 


prise of disappointment is succeeded by dis- 
content; the enemies of the Revolution re- 
joice and prepare themselves for action: its 
friends get ano-ry or despond ; in all minds 
there is that vague presentiment which pre- 
cedes catastrophes—a general opinion that 
affairs are riot iii their natural order, and that 
some ni'ic shock will soon happen to give them 
a better direction." 


The deficit in tlie receipts of the treasury

Tranquilify has been restored, and confi- 


dence is returning: but the crisis is but post- 
poned. 
After effecting the revolution of Ju- 


ly last, the people retired from tlie scene, 
leaving the subsequent arrangements to those 
whom they deemed more competent to tlie 
task. Led to believe that manoeuvre and trick 
were about to be used to screen from justice 
tiie -Ministers who had signed the ord'onnan- 
ces which had provoked the revolution, the 
same men re-appeared on Monday night last, 
and proved unequivocally that they were as 
capable of a new effort as on the evening of 
the 27th July. 
Persuaded that there was no 


intention to cheat justice of its victims, they 
once more retired. 


Having been an eye witness of the whole 


of tiie transactions, I can aver that the per- 
sons held in check by the immense military 
force-arrayed at the Palais Royal 'hiriutr the 
last two nights were not the men of whom 1 
have above spoken, and who effected the revo- i 


unfortunate tenants of Vineemies. 
The au- 


thorities were thon taken by surprise, and 
did not immediately take repressive mea- 
sures: but upon the night of Monday, the 
National Guard, the great bulwark of good 
order as well as the liberties of France, inter- 
posed, and completely dispersed the distur- 
bers without much resistance. 
These latter 


then took the road to Viiicemies, but were 
diverted from their attack against the pris- 
oners by the firmness of the Governor of the 
Castle, and eventually dispersed themselves. 
Since that night there has been no serious 
disturbances. The King, throughout these 
trying circumstances, has shown himself 
worthy the high oflieo to which he has been 
called. 
Though himself the creature of pop- 


ular choice, he has not been intimidated by 
popular clamor, but lias distinguished between 
the sense of the nation and the noise of fac- 
tious discord, 
lie has refused to accept the 


resignation of t wool'his Ministers, who wish- 
ed to relieve him of the unpopularity of their 
names, and other measures, lest "it should 
seem unbecoming, or yielding to the mob, 
and has placed himself at the head of the Xa- 
tional Guard, determined to enforce t|ie res- 
pect due to his oiliee at all events. 
The 


Khiir has triumphed, and the popular party is 
weakened: but the advantage of a victorv. 
which, under oilier circumstances, a Monarch 
might take for enlarging his prerogative, can- 
not bo apprehended in these, as the National 
Guard*, whilst they constitute his strength, 
are also a guarantee that he docs not abuse 
his power. 
Upwards of 200 of the mob are 


in the hands of the polico. and amongst them 
is said to be a member of tlu; family of Prince 
Metternich. 
It was said that the agent.-- of 


the ex-Monarch were the principal promoters 
of these disturbances. 
The National Guard 


was about to be further enlarged, so as to em- 
brace every Frenchman at all removed from 
the ranks of the poor. 


The Chamber of Peers were to meet on 


the llth of next month, and it was understood 
that the trial of Polemic and his fellow pris- 
oners would be proceeded in without delay. 
With respect to Spain, the accounts in these 
papers are unfavorable to the cunstifutioual- 
if-ts. 
_ The Quecu of .Spain had presented 


Ferdinand with a daughter, born upon the 
10th of October, and which received the name 
of Maria Isabel la Louisa. 
The child is also 


styled "Princess of the Austria*," which 
shows that the King is determined to treat 
the Saliqtic law as of no force, and to ex- 
clude hi? brother Do7i Carlos from the succes- 
sion. This gives great offence to the Car- 
lists. Disturbances were said to have taken 
place iii Silesia. 


Tho Pnris National of the 20th ultimo ob- 


serves—"Tiie affair of the recognition of rhe 
great Powers, to which rather too much im- 
portance had been attached, is terminated at 
last. All the Courts, with tlie exception of 
that of England, have hesitated to fulfil this 
formality, especially since the J3el«ian Rev- 
olution broke out. 
Austria and Russia did 


so with very ill grace: for. as yet, neither of 
these Powers lias accredited any Minister to 
the King of _t.he French. However, Count 
Appony and i\I. Pozzo di Borgo have not left 
Paris. They seem to await their credentials. 
Thus neither of the representatives of the 


ministration, 5 friends of iVlr. Clay, and 
5 Ami-masons. 
The friends of Mr. 


Clay claim a fur larger number.

as they chuse to consume of foreign 
manufactures, they would prefer direct 
taxes, and taxes upon the means of liv- 
ing, and upon their personal chattels.— 
Do they want the Assessor to list their 
lands, and the Collector to compel the 
payment of whatever amount of tax 
Uncle Sam may have occasion for eve- 
ry year? 
Do they want a system of 


domiciliary taxation, of house taxes,

The Execution.—James Gray, for the 


murder of Samuel Davis of LeRoy, was 
executed on Friday last. 
The gallows 


was erected in a meadow a few rods 
south of the village 
He was taken 


from his cell about half past 1 1, A- M. 
attended by several clergymen, under a 
military guard of two companies of in- 
fantry. The procession moved up main 
street, and to the place cf execution, led 
by martial mu<MC, playing the death 
march, with which the prisoner kept 
time with firm and solemn tread. 
The 


religious exercises at the gallows lasted 
till w i t h i n a few minutes of 2, P. M in 
which poor Gray appeared to unite 
with fervor, weeping tears of anguish, 
and it is hoped, of sincere penitence.— 
When the last fatal moment arrived al- 
lotted him to live, he rose and stood 
firm while the rope was adjusted about 
his neck. 
He fell when the drop was 


removed, nearly his whole length, and 
died with but l i t t l e motion. 
About fif- 


teen thousand persons, it was estima- 
ted, were prt'sent to witness the appal- 
ling and horrid scene. 
And will not 


our fair readers blush when we tell 
them lhat more t h a n one third of the 
vast congregation was made up of the 
female sex ? 


Such a scene we never before witnes- 


sed. 
And such another, we hope for 


the honour of'our country, our religion, 
our laws, and our names as a civilized 
people, may never again be acted in our 
land. 
We saw proof sufficient on this 


occasion to convince any one not blind 
to reason, and dead to every virtuous 
feeling, that public executions occasion 
infinitely more crime lhan they prevent. 
Never did we witness on any public oc- 
casion, so much drunkenness, and pro- 
fane swearingjUS characterized this pro- 
miscuous assemblage. 
And when we 


reflect that Intemperance led Gray to 
ihe commission of the crime for which 
his life has paid the forfeit, we feel in 
d u t y hound, as the conductor of a pub 
lie journal, to lift our voice against a 
practice, authorized by law, that tends 
so directly and so powerfully to lead 
hundreds of others by the same way to 
the gallows. 
Gray, in his published 


confession, acknowledged that he was

James Gray and his father Elijah Grav, 
who was also convicted of ihe murder 
ol Davis as an accessary, and sentenced 
to be executed at the same time, bui 
thi^ sentence was afterwards commuted 
to imprisonment for life, thai intem- 
perance was ihe cause of all their cal- 
amity.
